Czechoslovakia 


This is another familiar country. Many of us remember how it peacefully 
split in 1992 into the Czech Republic and Slovakia and increased our cur- 
rent and deleted country counts by 1. 


The region originally was three kingdoms Bohemia, which was part of the | 
Holy Roman Empire, Moravia which too was part of the empire, and Slova- 
kia which was part of Samos empire and then integrated into the Principal- 
ity of Hungary. Also a small part of the Rus, Carpathian Ruthenia, was in- 
corporated into the Austria-Hungary Empire whose origin began in 1867. It 
was dissolved at the end of WWI. 


They declared independence in 1867 and became Czechoslovakia. In 
1938 the Nazi’s absorbed Bohemia and Moravia into their evil empire Car- 
pathian Ruthenia became part of Hungary, and Zaolzie went to Poland. 
Slovakia declared independence at that time. 


After WWII the country was reconstituted with the exception of Carpathian 
Ruthenia. The next evil empire, USSR, seized power through a coup in 
1948 and Czechoslovakia became part of the Soviet Bloc in the Ukrainian 
Soviet Socialist Republic (Have you notice how fanciful and deceiving com- aia : 
munist countries are named? The are almost polar opposite to what the 
name infers.) 


When the USSR fell apart, thank you president Reagan, Czechoslovakia 
deposed their dictator in a peaceful fashion. It was known as the Velvet 
Revolution of 1989. The top Marxist Communist leaders peacefully re- 
signed, possibly knowing what would happen if the didn't. 


In 1992 Czechoslovakia split into the two countries that exist today, Czech 
Republic, and Slovakia. Though ethnically diverse both nations share a 
similar language and culture. The region is composed of 68% Czecho-Slovaks, 22% German, 4.4% Hungarians, 
5.0% Ruthenians, 2.4% Jews, and the rest made up of Poles, Romanians and foreigners. 


They are militarily allied with France and have a large manufacturing and agricultural economic base. They do not 
have enough energy resources to support the country. Most come from Russia.
